— Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger announced 
yesterday that he was once again 
recalling U.S. ambassadors in the 
Arab world to the State Depart- 
ment for consultations regarding 
the next step in Middle East 
negotiations.

The Secretary then went on to 
say that the United States has had 
“full, and on the whole, satisfactory 
talks with Prime Minister Rabin," 
who recently visited Washington. 

“We will have some more ex- 
ehanges with the Israel Govern- 
ment,” Kissinger said, “and then we 
will bring back our ambassadors 
from the Middle East, from the 
Arab countries, for consultations to 
discuss what the next moves should 
be and we will convey our best 
judgment of the various opportuni- 
ties that are available to all of the 
parties within the course of the 
next month.” 

Kissinger did not spell out what 
he meant by “more exchanges" with 
the Israel Government, but political 


observers here speculated that he 
was probably referring both to ex. 
pected meetings with Ambassador 
Simcha Dinitz in Washington and 
possibly a meeting with Foreign 
Minister Allon, who is scheduled 
to visit Central America next 
month. 

Although Israeli apd American 
officials publicly maintain there are 
“no present plans" for a Washing- 
ton stopover by the Foreign Minis- 
ter, most informed sources here are 
not refusing ‘to rule it out. 

Jordan’s King Hussein is due to 
visit Washington next month for 
talks with President Ford and Kis- 
singer, and it is expected here that 
the Americans will sound him out 
regarding negotiations with Israel. 

But American officials are pri- 
vately upset that apparently Israel 
inspired press leaks on Jordantan- 
Israeli negotiations — a subject 
which is very sensitive in Amman 
and, # publicized, forces the Jor- 
danian Government to issue denials. 

American officials also believe that 
if Israel were really serious about 
getting such talks off the ground, 
Israeli officials would not leak the 
reports to the press. 

On the issue of the alleged U.S. 
“sellout” of the Kurds, Kissinger 
was emphatic. At times his replies 
were choked with emotion, and the 
atmosphere at the State Department 
become tense. 

“New York Times" columnist 
William Safire yesterday again pub- 
lished portions of the Pike repart 
claiming that Kissinger “betrayed 
our allies {the Kurds) at the behest 
of the Shah of Iran.” Safire said 
last week that the U.S. dropped its 
covert support of the Kurdish rebels 
after the Shah agreed to work out 
an oil deal with Iraq. The State 
Department denied Safire’s charges 
last week, but Kissinger took the 
denial a step further yesterday. 

He called the report "8 total false- 
hood™ and “utterly irresponsible.” 
He warned that the Pike commit- 
tee's “misuse” of highly classified 
CIA documents had already damaged 
U.S. foreign policy interests, and 
that the committee was reporting 
thé information in a “highly tenden- 
cious" manner. 


Without mentioning Safire by 
name, Kissinger implied that the 
columnist was taking portions of the 
report “aut of context,” but he re- 
fused to go into details explaining 
his version of the events, 

Kissinger said that Jt was “ex- 
tremely difficult" to go over pub- 
licly such sensitive issues because 
the eventual result could have even 
more damaging implications for U.S. 
policy than the original reports. The 
committee, he charged, had gone 
into its investigation of the Kurdish 
war with “preconceived” ideas, which 
members tried to substantiate. 

The Secretary, who was asked 
several questions on the Kordish is- 
sue, charged that certain congress- 
men were apparently “in 
@ new version of McCarthyism,” a 
reference to Sen. Joseph McCarthy's 
anti-Communist witchhunt hearings 
during the early fifties, “It is a 
malicious lie,” he declared, his voice 
cracking with emotion. 

Following the State Department's 
denial last week of his original 
column, Safire yesterday published 
additional portions of the Pike com- 
mittee report, which he claimed 
documented Kissinger’s "sellout" of 
the Kurdish people. He quoted Kis- 
singer as replying to the Pike com- 
mittee in defence that “covert ac- 
tion should oot be confused with 
misstonary work." 

In response to another quéstion, 
Kissinger said that he would resign 
from office if he felt that his con- 
tinued presence was damaging the 
best national interests of the United 
States, and his effectiveness was 
impaired.

‘IRA hunger striker dies 


Widespread security alert in Britain 


WAKEFIELD, — Frank Stagg, a 
34-year-old Irish Republican Army 
activist, died in an English prison 
ce]! yesterday after a 61-day hunger 
strike and was swiftly hailed by 
the guerrillas as an IRA martyr 
whose death they will avenge. 

Sporadic shooting broke out in 
Belfast when word of Stagg’s death 
reached the Northern Ireland capi- 
tal. In London, bodyguards around 
key politicians were reinforced and 
security at government buildings 
was tightened. 

Seamus Loughran, a onetime IRA 
commander who is the Northern 
Ireland organizer of the IRA's po- 
litical front, Sinn Fein, vowed in 
Belfast: "Frank Stagg’s death will 
not go unavenged. There is a debt 
of honour which must be paid.” 

The British Home Office said 
Stagg had been warned that the “in- 
evitable deterioration in his health 
would be allowed to continue with- 
out medical intervention unless he 
specifically requested it." He did 
not and the IRA blamed Britain for 
his death. 

Sinn Fein officials in Dublin said 
Stagg will be given a military-style 
funeral at Llegue Cemetery in Bal-

Stagg’s Dublin attorney, Michael 
Connelly, said Stagg will be buried 
alongside Michael Gaughan, a 24- 
year-old convicted IRA bank rob- 
ber who died in a British prison in 
June 1974 after a 60-day hunger 
strike. The London and Dublin gov- 
ernments fear Stagg will be ac- 
corded the same emotion-charged 
honours as Gaughan — a black- 
bereted IRA honour guard amid a 
surge of anti-British sentiment that 
could inflame the atmosphere in 
Northern Ireland, 

Stagg. emaciated from his hunger 
strike although medical supervision 
and food were available to him, died 
in the hospital wing of Wakefield 
Prison. His body was later taken in 
a plain pinewood coffin by a strong 
police escort for an autopsy in a 
local hospital. 

Stagg, a bus conductor, slipped 
into unconsciousness on Wednesday. 
His 26-year-old wife, Bridie, and his 
mother were at his side when he 
died. 

Stagg was jailed for 10 years in 
November 1973 for leading an IRA 
unit in Coventry, the Midlands car- 


manufacturing centre and his home 
for the last 16 years, and for plot- 
ting explosions. The hunger strike 
was his fifth since he was impri- 
soned. 

He launched it by demanding to 
be taken out of solitary confine- 
ment for refusing to work and to 
be transferred to a Northern Ire- 
Jand prison to serve his sentence. 
British Home Secretary Roy Jen- 
kins refused to give in to what he 
called “blackmail,” and said there 
was no reason for Stagg to serve 
his time in Northern Ireland be- 
cause he was born in the Irish Re« 
public and had lived in England

TEL AVIV. — The Independent 
Liberal Party’s Central Committee 
heard an appeal by Hillel 
Seidel, Haim Teichman and others 
against a resolution taken by the 
party Executive six weeks ago, 
urging more self-determination in 
Israel-administered territories. 

Voting was deferred to another 
meeting because 20 per cent of 
those present asked for a secret 
poll and because the meeting was 
ruoning late. 

The chairman of the party, Mo. 
she Kol, assured the committee he 
never intended to recommend the 
creation of a third state between 
Israel and Jordan. He asked the 
committee to support a motion by 
Gideon Hausner, Minister without 
Portfolio, to make this point clear 
in the final resolution. 

Hauser wanted the ILP to 
state clearly there would be no third 
state between Israel and Jordan. 
But he did not want Judea and Sa- 


maria within the State of Israel. 

Hillel Seidel, MK, argued that 
self-determination in the territories 
would automatically create a PLO- 
controlied area, bringing Arab guns 
within shooting range of Israel's 
vital centres. He asked the com- 
mittee to reverse the resolution, 
which also called on the government 
to try negotiating with Jordan “and 
any Palestinian factor that would 
recognize Israel's right to exist in 
secure boundaries.” 

However, Prof. Gavriel Stein of 
Jerusalem defended this version. He 
saw no difference between PLO- 
manned guns or Jordan army guns 
in Kalkiliya, 

The committee adopted by 130 
votes, with no opposition and three 
abstentions, a revised party consti- 
tution.

Netanya bomb 
suspect unfit 
to stand trial 


TEL AVIV. — The trial of Avra- 
ham Ezra, 25, charged with killing 
six persons by throwing a grenade 
into a Netanya discotheque a year 
ago, came to a sudden halt Wednes- 
day, as the three-judge District 
Court panel decided he was unfit 
to stand trial after all. 

The trial opened on January 1, 
after long delays caused by a court 
battle over Ezra’s sanity. The judges 
then ruled he was sane, after a 
district psychiatrist testified he felt 
Ezra’s refusal to communicate with 
anyone was just an emotional de- 
fence against the trial. 

Wednesday: however, the judges re- 
versed their ruling, following testi- 
mony by the director of the Geha 
mental hospital, who said Ezra was 
unfit to be tried. The prosecution 
had already presented a statement 
by Ezra, made during his remand 
by the Magistrate's Court, that he 
did throw the grenade. 

Though the trial has been stop- 
ped, it can be renewed at some time 
in the future, by order of the At- 
torney-General, if a medical com- 
mittee finds: the accused becomes 
fit to stand trial. In one such case, 
a trial was renewed after the ac- 
cused spent seven years in a mental 
hospital.

World’s largest milk 
container in Ma’alot

MA'ALOT. The Magat metal 
plant here this week completed a 
200,000-litre stainless steel container, 
said to be the largest in the world, 
for the Tnuva dairy in Tel Yosef.

Dayan calls for 
nuclear option

TEL AVIV. — Israel's former de- 
fence minister, Moshe Dayan, ME, 
told 2 meeting here that Israel 
should try to achieve the option of 
@ nuclear deterrent “without the aid 
or control of the U.S.” 

Addressing the Galilee Lodge of 
B'nai B'rith on Wednesday night, 
Dayan said that Israel should build 
a missile of the Pershing type, 
capable of firing a conventional war- 
head a distance of 400 kilometres, 
to serve 2s a deterrent to Egypt and 
Syria, These two countries could hit 
vital areas in Israel with Soviet mis- 
siles in their possession. 

“We do not need the Pershing to 
install an atomic warhead, and who- 
ever says so is being misleading. An 
atom bomb can be dropped from an 
aircraft.” 

Dayan said that the nuclear op- 
tion and long-range missile were 
needed for “one simple reason — our 
lives depend on our ability to defend 
ourselves.”

Several held in 
Nablus protest

NABLUS. — Several! local residents 
were detained here yesterday fol- 
lowing a sudden outbreak of violent 
street riots.

| 89 kg. of hash 
seized in 1975 
by Negev police

BEERSHEBA. — The Negev police 
last year confiscated 89 kilos of 
hashish — nearly half the amount 
caught by the police in the entire 
Southern District, which includes 
Jerusalem. . 

As a result of one large catch, in 
which two ‘wholesalers" were 
caught with 387 soles, the drug’s 
prices skyrocketed throughout the 
country. According to the Negev 
Subdistrict commander, Nitzav- 
Mishne Yitzhak Yahav, the substan- 
tial catches were made possible by 
using a trained dog. 

A sharp rise in break-ins and 
burglaries occured in 1975, with 
2,071 cases reported compared to 
1,833 in 1974. The district comman- 
der, Nitzav Arye Ivtzan, attributed 
the rise to the country’s economic 
situation.

perience ia not unfitting to the role of 
the militant prophet. Nor is “The 
Passover Plot" his first Biblical role 
— he appeared previously in 
“Barrabas." 

Schonfield's controversial book 
suggests that Jesus, believing 
himself to be the Messiah, ‘‘directed 
his life, anticipated his execution, 
and envisaged his resurrection” to 
that end, (hence the title). Schonfield 
speculates that Jesus intended his 
erucifixion to take place on Friday. 
so that he would be removed from the 
cross before the Sabbath, as was the 
custom. To give the impression of 
Premature death, Jesus was to be 
given a drug and this would allow his 
subsequent “'resurrection,"’ the most 
spectacular of the author's sup- 
positions. 


NEW FESTIVAL SERIES STAMPS 


AS PART of its Festival series, the 
Philatelic Services will release a set 
of three stamps and a souvenir sheet, 
designed by Orna and Eliyahu 
Schwarz, for Purim.

financing of the ‘Netanya 76°" 
National Stamp Exhibition to take 
place in April. 


Two additional stamps are also be- 
ing released. An IL1.85 stamp com- 
memorating the 70th anniversary of 
the Bezale] Academy, shows a key 
with the original Bezalel building as 
its handle. It was designed by Arie 
Hecht, a student at the Academy. 


An 111.50 stamp designed by M. 
Pereg pays tribute to the country's 
border settlements. It depicts a 
settlement behind a barbed wire 
fence and the stamp's tab carries an 
inscription from Psalms 104/9,

THE COOKERY OF ENGLAND by 
Elisabeth Ayrton. London, Andre

FOOD FOR THOUGHT A Fresh 
Food Cook Book by Marilyn King and 
William Scott. Dorchester Dorset, 
Prism Press. 158 pp. £1.95 (paper- 
back), £3.95 (hardback). 


AMONG THE foodlovers of the 
world, England is traditionally a 
country to be avoided like the plague. 
To this opinion the English readtly 
reply that their cuisine consists af top 
quality food, simply cooked, and un- 
masked by ‘“‘gluey"” sauces, 

Ι1 was all too ready to concur with 
the first opinion after eating my first 
home-cooked meal in England — 
overdone roast beef. soggy potatoes 
and limp peas, lovingly dished out by 
my relatives in Golders Green. My 
other meals during that first visit, all 
in cheap cafes, did nothing to im- 
prove my opinion of the British table. 

On later visits to England, 
however, I found that meals in 
English homes, and occasionally 
even restaurants, could be tasty and 
interesting. While most of the dishes » 

-were indeed simply cooked, with the 
taste of the main ingredient 
predominating, there were oc- 
casional flights of fancy with gratify- 
ing results. 

That the English have long delved 
into complicated and well-seasoned 
dishes is made clear in Mrs. Ayrton's 
exceedingly informative book, which 
chronicles the eating and cooking 
habits of her countrymen since the 
15th century. As she points out in her 
introduction, even when the English 
have been lax in preparing food. they 
have been unsurpassed in their abili- 
ty to write about it.

Not only is it in- 
formative, but the authors of the book 
for beginners either to 
ve; or cooking in general 
— have managed for the most part to 
steer clear of the missionary fervour 
that usually accompanies such 
tracts. 


Among the better sections of the 
hook are an introduction which clear- 
ly and simply describes the utensils 
wich tng wad oyna 

ly precisely us 
how to make bread. 

Many readers may find the recipes 
overly bland, and the authors 
themselves point out that they have 
almost entirely omitted use of 
onions and garlic (treason in the eyes 
of this reader). On the other hand, 
honey and brown sugar — evidently 
because they are natural" — are an 
all but automatic addition. 

Despite this, ‘'Food for Thought" is 
Pleasant and amusing, especially 
when taken with a grain of salt (sea- 
salt, the authors tell us).

Ni SURPRISINGLY, Mr. Allon’s appointment of Prof. Shlomo 
one as Director-General of the Foreign Ministry, has 
ted shi reactions. 

The Likud Knesset faction says outright that the Foreign 
Minister should not appoint to such a position someone whose 
announced views diverge from government policy — as do 
Prof, Avineri's on the question of the Palestinians, for example. 
‘As so often occurs, the Likud’s overreaction may very well 
muffle those in the Labour Party who also harbour some 
doubts about the appointment, but will now be reluctant to 
give voice to their views. ~ 

On the surface, of course, there is reason to applaud Mr. 
Allon for trying to bring new life, new ideas, perhaps even 
new methods into the Foreign Ministry by reaching out into 
the University. . 

Israel has not yet developed the levels of cooperation and 
interaction between government and the universities that exist 
in other modern countries. The freshness of ideas that arises 
from such interaction has been stunted by the guild complex 
which envelopes our various departments of the civil service — 
and to no small degree the universities themselves. 

Yet, whatever new conceptions of decision-making and 
policy execution Prof. Avineri may bring with him to the 
Foreign Ministry, his appointment will inevitably also be con- 
sidered a political signal of some kind. Certainly neither Prof. 
Avineri nor Mr. Allon could have been unaware of the political, 
and not simply the administrative, impact of the appointment. 

Mr. Allon has often given display to his reservations about 
some of Mr. Rabin's policy conceptions, as for example the 
question of negotiations with Jordan. As a result, Prof. 
Avineri's appointment will be seen by some as a sign that Mr. 
Allon intends now to advocate his own more dove-like views 
more intensely. 

Yet despite the Likud’s hue and ery, it is doubtful that this 
will make any impression abroad. The Government's policy, 
especially on the principal issues of relations with our ueigh- 
bours and with the U.S., are forged, as is well known, in a 
collective crucible in which Mr. Rabin and Mr. Peres are domi- 
nant. If, on those issues where Mr. Allon finds himself in a 
minority inside the government, Prof. Avineri will be able to 
help him present those views with greater clarity or force, this 
may contribute to the intensity of debate, but won’t change the 
direction of policy. 

It would, of course be unfortunate if the political doubts 
about the appointment were to widen still further the gap that 
presently exists between the Prime Minister, as chief policy 
maker, and the Foreign Ministry which is charged with execut- 
ing policy. ᾿ 

It is a gap not new with Mr. Rabin. Nor is it unusual in 
other democratic countries, where heads of government are 
often impatient with the processes and habits of mind of their 
own diplomats. 

However, the Foreign Ministry staff today is an under used 
and under efficient instrument not contributing adequately to 
the pool of information and ideas on which sound policy judg- 
ments should be based. If Prof. Avineri’s appointment was 
designed to correct this weakness, the questions raised by his 
appointment will soon be forgotten.

Behind the new American

URBAN DREAMS AND SHLOMI

Sir, — As Americans living and 
working in Shlomi, we would like to 
comment on your article, “Towns 
with a purpose" (January 23).As un- 
iversity graduates, we are familiar 
with such academic visions. 
However, as development town 
residents, we do not share the 
professor's remote view of social 
change. 

With due respect to Dr. Barry 
Kibbel and the function of 
speculative urban planning, we ques- 
tion his priorities. We feel that this 
planner abrogates his responsibility 
to development-town citizens in his 
concern for non-existent Western im- 
migration. 

Furthermore, his panacea is based 
on faulty social, economic, and 
political concepts. It assumes: 

1. Mass Western aliya, 

2. Pure implementation of the 
programme, 

3. Western acculturation of ex- 
isting Eastern populations. 

Clearly these fantastic givens beg 
some sensible questions. For ex- 
ample: When will these Western 


professionals Immigrate, let alone 
settle in development areas? What 
political support are Kibbel's parap- 
sychology and art capitals likely to 
receive? How does Kibbel relate his 
theory to the present town people? 

Consider this university proposal 
from the viewpoint of the town. From 
this perspective, Kibbel is calling for 
the savage conversion of our “‘falter- 
ing industrial and service-centre” 
towns into specialized Western 
utopias, ἘΠῚ theory accounts for ex- 
isting populations once: it offers 
them the benefit of servicing and 
assimilating into the Western minori- 
ty culture. By such a proposal, the ur- 
banist reveals elitist biases unaccep- 
table to the local communities. His 
futuristic dreams seem unrelated to 
their real problems and blind to the 
powers that develop them. 

Chief among the particular dif- 
ficulties of his vision, we object to Dr. 
Kibbel’s theory-spinning irrespon-
